'Musk' 
Coming  In 


Music  created  by  electronic 
sound  seems  to  be  on  the  w’ay  in 
according  to  Harold  C.  Schon- 
berg,  Thursday’s  forum  speaker. 

SCHONBERG  STATED  “Im 
not  too  sure  what  music  is”  then 
he  had  a few  bars  of  a classical 
piece  played.  Comparing  this  to 
several  seconds  of  “avant-grade” 
music  he  said,  “The  question  is 
. . , .how  did  we  get  from  here 
to  there?” 

The  New  York  Times  senior 
music  critic  then  gave  a hurried 
but  extensive  history  of  the  pro- 
gression of  music  from  the  clas- 
sical masters  to  some  of  the 
avant-garde  creators. 

THE  INVENTION  of  the  tape 
recorder  and  electronic  sound 
around  World  War  II  began  the 
“Revolution”  in  music.  Some 
composers  began  to  learn  physics 
and  how  to  break  up  sound  into 
its  components.  They  would  then 
make  their  own  sounds. 

“Nowadays  avant-garde  makes 
quite  a bit  of  noise”  he  stated, 
adding  that  a lot  of  avant-garde 
can  be  taken  seriously.  Critic 
Schonberg  cited  fis  example  the 
“musician”  who  began  his  per- 
formance with  the  sounds  of 
drinking  water  with  a throat  mic- 
rophone around  his  neck — He 
was  just  telling  wiiat  he  thinks 
of  the  standard  forms  of  music. 

In  conclusion  the  noted  critic 
said  he  felt  that  we  will  always 
have  music  as  w'e  have  through 
history,  adding  tliat  he  believes 
a new  music  with  electronic 
sound  will  enter  the  scene  more 
in  the  future.
